Dorsey. was aided in obtaining 
copies of Huk papers by a com-| 
panion deserter,, Benjamin Ad- 
vineula, aged 20, former Filipino 
civilian employee of the United 
States Army, who was with him 
during the nine months’ stay 
among the rebels. The latter, 
having a knowledge of the Taga- 
log dinlect, translated the paperx 
for Dorsey.
